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THE WOM REVISITED... 
A MEMORY BREAKTHROUGH

Software dmands are chewing up 
memory faster than you can ram SIMMS into the holders! With 
all the Windows applications and the onslaught of Clip Art no 
wonder we run out of memory! When will this trend end, I don’t 
think anyone knows, BUT something is really being done about 
the problem. Today, as you know we have RAM and we have 
ROM and now we have a new breakthrough WOM! This is 
Write Only Memory! 

WOM is quite simple in fact. You wonder, how does it work? 
It is a method that allows the PC to create synthetic memory 
without a functional limit when writing to memory! Isn’t it true 
that what you are really after is the ability to write endless 
amounts of information into a system and really not have to 
worry about using up all your HiMem and Conventional 
memory.

Use of Dos Disk 
Manager [DM8]® in conjunction with C:|UTIL|DOSEDIT® 
are certainly recommended to elaborate the necessary Batch 
File and Config.Sys statements. If you merge software 
programs and combine such software as word processing 
(PCFile)® with database (DBFast)® and spreadsheet 
(Lotus)® , you must be sure that ALL the information is 
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SILENT. KEYS

The FCC has reduced penalties apauist amateurs in two 
recent enforcement cases. a 

Allen Burton, KA4URC, had been igabed a Notice of 
Apparent Liability for 2,000 dollars for ‘‘indecent speech’ on 
the 20-meter band on June 29, 1992. Burton was given 30 days 
in which to appeal or pay the fine. : 

_ According to the FCC, Burton apologized for the incident 
and said he could not afford to pay the 2,000 dollar forfeiture. 
The Commission on November 23 announced that since federal 
law ‘‘directs the FCC to consider ability to pay when imposing 
monetary forfeitures,’ it was reducing the fine to 200 dollars. 

“Tf in the future,” the Commission told Burton, “you repeat 
the same violations, however, the FCC may impose a 
substantially higher monetary forfeiture.”’ 

In another case, Richard C. Bortner, KG5WS, of Zapata, 
Texas, in October was ordered to show cause why his license 
should not be revoked. Bortner had failed to respond to 
correspondence from the Commission in June and August of 
1992, in which he was accused of fraud i in the obtaining of his 
amateur license. 

On November 10 the Commission withdene the Order to 
Show Cause in view of on-going proceedings in the case. 
However, the termination ‘“‘pertains only to. the licensee’s 
previous failure to reply to Commission correspondence,’ the 
FCC said, ‘‘and does not restrict the Field Operations Bureau 
from reasserting the original enforcement action against the 
licensee based on the underlying violation.” ; 


CB Gunfight Ends in Mistrial 


A mistrial has been declared in the case of a Porterville, California 
CB operator on charges that he murdered another CBer! 

Prosecutors allege that Claude Horner shot and killed 26 year-old 
Kenneth McGee after an on-the-air argument that took place over their 
CB rigs. Witnesses told the deadlocked jury that McGee routinely 


_cursed and challenged others over his CB radio. The incident that left 


McGee dead took place in front of his home where he exchanged gunfire 
with Horner. Homer was also critically wounded, but survived to face 
the murder charge. 

A new trial for Horner has been scheduled to begin on J anuary 26th 
in Tulare County Superior Court.

FLORIDA ARMY MARS NEWS 
By Lorraine S. Matthew/AAM3SPR 


As we end 1992 and turn toward 1993, Florida Army 
MARS members can march with pride. At the end of 1992, 
Florida Army MARS scored another “‘first’’ to add to its long 
list of innovations and ideas. At the suggestion of Bob 
Hoguet/AAR4VT, Florida Army MARS became the first state 
Army MARS organization to service the VA Hospitals and 
homes. When we consider the great sacrifices that the veterans 
who are confined to these facilities have given for all of us, it 
seemed only fitting and proper for those of us who are far more 
fortunate to give something back. That “‘something”’ was the 
extension of Army MARS services to these men and women. 
Ordinarily, the status of a retired veteran reverts to that of a 
civilian according to the regulations under whicy Army MARS 
operates. Civilian-to-civilian traffic is not allowed under MARS 
regulation unless an emergency situation exists. MARS 
privileges can be extended, however, to any Federal agency. As 
a result of much consideration on the State level, the Area level, 
and CONUS level headquarters, it was felt that Florida Army 
MARS would be properly. serving the Veteran’s Administration 
— a legally constituted Federal agency. Thanks for the 
development and extension of this operation go, in part, to Bob 
Hoguet/AAR4VT (originator of the idea), Bert Fow/AAA4FL 
(Florida State Army MARS Director), Fred Neff/AAA3E 
(Eastern Area Army MARS Director), and Bob Sutton/AAA9A 
(Chief Army MARS). There were others whose assistance on 
this project was most helpful and their help is appreciated. It 
is still too early to determine the effect of this program so far, 
but one happier person makes the effort worth while. This 
program was conceived as a part of the Operation: Holidays 
public relations campaign. It has such merit that it has been 
accepted as an on-going permanent part of Florida Army 
MARS. If we accomplish nothing else, those veterans will know 
that they are not forgotten. 

Another program which Florida Army MARS is being 
encouraged to develop is the establishment of 2-meter simplex 
clusters on the MARS frequencies. Clubs have been contacted 

with the request that three or four of their members form such 
2-meter simplex clusters.:The aim of this program is, of course, 
to create a 2-meter simplex blanket which would cover the entire 
state. By going simplex, communications capability would be 
guaranteed in the event that repeaters became unavailable. By 
going simplex, the volunteer operator would have far less 
expense and he/she would have far more capability of going 
mobile should the need arise. The simplex rings would be about 
ten miles in diameter with each ring interlocking with other 
rings throughout the state. ~ ot 

At this writing (early December), Florida Army MARS, like 
all other Army MARS groups all over the world, stands ready 
to participate in the Somalia crisis. Chief Army MARS reports 
that his office has already been contacted and has been 
requested to fulfill a role in this mobilization as we did so 
successfully in the Gulf War. 


Chief Army MARS write, ‘Army MARS did an outstand- 


ing job of supporting our deployed troops and their families 
during Desert Storm. Based on recent world events, Army 
MARS is again being called upon to provide, as a minimum, 
similar morale and welfare support for Somalia. Army MARS 
must prepare for an anticipated increase in traffic flow 
throughout the MARS network... It is also possible that this 
may include official traffic and we all must be prepared to 
provide maximum support possible.’”’ . iP 

“Tn summary, our soldiers and their families will be expecting 
MARS to do its part in this humanitarian effort. Coming 
together is a beginning, keeping together is progress, and 
working together is success. We are fully confident that as a 
team effort, Army MARS will again be successful in meeting 
this new challenge with the efforts and dedication that has

Army Mars has also instituted a new program in the 
Panhandle. Jack (WD4PQW) and the “CARS” club have 
become not only a Mars Club Station but they are the first to 
have a 2M cluster locally. 

This program is intended to have clusters of local 2M 
MARS stations form traffic handling nets, using Army military 
frequencies and traffic procedures. These nets will be required 
to work simplex so that if the repeaters are destroyed for any 
reason, communications will not be a problem. This, it is hoped, 
will improve MARS capability for traffic handling both in 
emergencies and for Health and Welfare traffic to and from 
Military personnel. As more and more clusters are organized, 
the more they will enhance the ability of MARS to deliver traffic 
to small out-of-the-way towns which currently have no MARS 
members nearby to expedite traffic delivery. 

In the event of a major disaster, such as Hurricane Andrew, 
these groups will be able to move emergency traffic quickly and 
add a dimension of flexibility which HF rigs cannot. 

The use of 2M will also reduce the cost for the individual 
operator and it will also reduce some of the problems of band 
conditions such as those frequently found on HF frequencies. 

Anyone interested in becoming involved in an experiment 
in MARS 2M traffic clusters should contact Jack (WD4PQH) 
or Lori (N4ZCF) for further information.

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DADE CO. ARPSC PLANNING MEETING

The Dade County Amateur Radio Public Service Corps met 
on December 5, 1992 and received the following reports: 

The Dade County Water & Sewer Authority clubs, made 
up of employees of Dade County government, has 3 three-man 
jump teams ready for deployment to areas needing emergency 
communications. Included on the quick response teams are 
paramedics as well as net controllers and technical personnel 
who can maintain equipment. 

The South Florida FM Association is installing an auto 
patch on its 40/00 repeater in south Dade County to help provide 
telephone service to that area. An 85 controller will be installed 
to this end. 

Ernie, WA4CCP, reported that while propagation makes 
communication with Somalia difficult, 60 to 80 Air Force MARS 
stations will be operating to provide communication with the 
east African country. 

New antennas with all new coax and connectors are ready 
to be installed at the National Hurricane Center to replace those 
lost in Hurricane Andrew. Layton, W4VBQ, called for a few 
good men to help with the installation. 

_ Anew amateur radio club to assist handicapped operators 
has been organized, according to Mike, KD4FHI. The club will 
also seek to recruit handicapped persons into amateur radio by 
assisting them to prepare for FCC exams. Mike also make an 
appeal for toys for the children of a young woman who is in 
a coma as a result of a severe beating she sustained. He invited 
calls to himself at 305-944-4985 to aid in collecting the toys. 

Amateur radio quick response teams will be standardized 
under a plan initiated at the recent Tampa hamfest. The 
standardization will mean teams will be consistent with each 
other wherever in the State of Florida they are called to, 
according to Joel, KI4T, who is a prime mover in the project. 
Under the system, the jump teams will typically have eight 
members, including net controllers, operators, technicians and 
liaison with various government and relief agencies. In addition, 
he said, three vehicles would be needed under the plan. One each 
would be needed for operations, for transportation and for 
sleeping. Joel is also urging standardizing of connectors and 
pushup antenna masts that will fit into any local setup. 

Attention is also needed to security against looting and 
assault, simplex links among teams in the field, standardized 


identifications for amateur radio operators, training for - 


operating in unfamilar areas and a callup plan that can be 
recognized anywhere in the state. Joel announced that a 
complete recap and proposed planning for emergencies will be 
discussed by a panel at the tropical hamboree in Miami 
February 6 and 7. 

John Theimer, engineer-in-charge of the FCC’s Miami office,

said that WCIX-TV, Channel 6 will rebuild its transmitting 
tower at the site of the old tower which fell before the winds 
of Hurricane Andrew. He explained it temporary transmitting 
tower in northern Dade County could cause interference with 
Channel 5 in Orlando. The 1,800 foot tower that Channel 6 had 
in Princeton in south Dade County, was the site of the South 
Florida FM Association’s 2 Meter repeater at 147.00 which 
could be accessed from as far away as Key West, Palm Beach, 
Naples and the Bahamas. 

Carl, KA4HLO, RACES officer, reported that the Dade 
County Emergency Operations Center is still recovering from 
the effects of the hurricane in August. He said new equipment 
is being added and damaged equipment that is salvageable is 
being repaired. In addition, he said, training programs are being 
prepared for net controllers and for traffic handling. 

The American Radio Club is currently working on estab- 
lishing BBS relays to Key West, Ivan, KP4EDL, reported. He 
also said his club will protest to IARU the suspension of 
amateur radio licenses of Cuban amateur radio operators who 
have sought to provide communications links with the United 
States to replace telephone service between the two countries 
disrupted by Cuban government action. 

The Fellowship Amateur Radio Club has established 2 
Meter and 440 MHz repeaters atop Parkway General Hospital 
through the generosity of hospital officials. The club has its 
own separate telephone line to the site for an auto patch. 

Pat, WD4ITI, manager of the Dade Emergency Net, 
reported that while the number of check-ins is increasing, it still 
has not reached the level it was at before the hurricane. He urges 
all to remember to check in each Wednesday evening.

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RULE CHANGE SUPPORTED

Many radio amateurs have been asking the question, ‘‘What 
do they mean by ‘‘business communications” in Part 97?” ‘‘Can 
our club do this for a ‘‘nonprofit’”’ organization?” It seems like 
this ruling has had an extraordinary amount of interest from 
concerned radio amateurs. And, very wisely, it should. Our 
activities are based upon Public Service and attempts by many 
are being made to identify just what constitutes ‘ ‘business 
communications”’. 

Well, here’s a small window on the status of biting from 
the ARRL: 


“QST DE W1AW ARRL BULLETIN 112 

FROM ARRL HEADQUARTERS, NEWINGTON, CT 
DECEMBER 8, 1992 

TO ALL RADIO AMATEURS 


“The ARRL has filed Reply Comments continuing to 
support an FCC proposal to revise their rules on permissible 
communications by amateurs. The. League said that other 
commenters seeking fine tuning of the new rules were asking 
for an unnecessary rigidity in amateur rules. The ARRL also 
suggested that a request by commercial interests to relax the 
use of amateur radio in ordinary news gathering, a request 
previously denied, be so denied once again. 

“The League informally submitted a proposal for the 
changes in the rules to the Commission on January 6, 1992, 
changes that would restate certain sections of Part 97.113 in 
order to enable amateurs to continue, unfettered, to perform 
public service work. The League had not submitted a formal 
proposal for rule making in the matter. The FCC in April, 1992, 
assigned the proposal RM-7895, in PR DOCKET 92-136. 

- “In its Reply Comments filed December 1, 1992, the League 
said that trying to be specific in a ‘‘CONTENT 
REGULATION” such as FCC rule 97.113 was impossible. Yet 
the League agreed that some regulatory guidance would be 
needed. For example, in the case of amateurs providing 
communications for events held on a regular basis, the League 
suggested that weekly events would be considered ‘“‘regular’’ 
and therefore not suitable for amateur support. Yet, annual 
events would be held seldom enough that amateurs could be 
the best providers of communication. 

“The League also noted that the National Association of 
Broadcasters (NAB) and the Radio-Television News Director's 
Association (RTNDA) were jointly seeking once again to relax 
the restrictions against the use of amateur radio in day-to-day 
newsgathering, despite having been twice turned down by the 
commission on that very subject. The League cited comments 
from a NAB member and former RTNDA board member who 
called the plan ‘self-serving’ on the part of the broadcasters 
and pointed out dangers in amateurs being used regularly as 
news gatherers. 

“The League requested that the FCC finalize its proposed 
restated rule as soon as possible.” 

Well there you have it. A great deal of effort has occurred 
to get to this point. We'll keep you up-to-date as progress 
continues. 


THAT &#*@! BBS WON’T ANSWER!

(Here's a tip from Lynn Taylor, WB6UUT) 
Have you been having trouble connecting to a landline 
Bulletin Board System (BBS)? 
___ Practically all of the new BBSes are equipped with, and the 
older BBSes are upgrading to, V.32bis modems. Prices are 
dropping rapidly due to the ‘“‘price war” between AT&T’ and 


Rockwell for the chip set and because these modems work fine 
with practically all of the modems out there. 

There is one small hitch: it takes a little longer for the 
typical 2400 baud modem to “‘connect up’’ to a high-speed 
modem. 

« If you’re using a 2400 baud modem, and you can connect 
quickly to some BBSes but NOT AT ALL to other BBSes, 
check the “‘wait for carrier’ ’ setting i in your terminal program! 
I often listen to callers who dial in and then hang up JUST 
BEFORE the modems here shift down to 2400 baud. The 
typical default 15 second wait in most older terminal programs 
runs out at just about that point. Set the delay to 45 seconds 
and you'll greatly improve your success rate.

compatible, otherwise the WOM will provide an immediate error 
message and reject the data. The importance of this criteria is 
manifested to a much greater degree when you attempt to 
retrieve the data committed to the WOM. The speed with which 
you will be able to access and download the WOM is virtually 
limitless. Those who can regularly type over 90 wpm will 
experience no problems whatsoever! The front end of the WOM 
receptor package on it’s path from the CPU operates above 
85Mhz, thus no buffering is required under most circumstances. 
A 512K buffer is available however, if the WOM senses possible 
PKUNZIP overloading. Even while working with a typical _ 
software program uses in excess of 2 Megs of conventional 
RAM memory, WOM will process the program from the Hard 
Drive and any entries from the keyboard or floppies without 
delay. So far, I have been unable to detect any delay in data 
transfer even while working in Windows® with all the GUI’s 
pulled out! 

As you work at your PC keyboard and monitor the WOM 
Indicator Panel you will see the #1 yellow LED become lit as 
soon as you enter the proper command statement at the 
PROMPT before loading any program. This tells you that 
WOM in enabled and the pathway is patent. At the opposite 
end of the Indicator Panel is the LRL* and it will ONLY be 
lit if there is a data transfer intercept collision accident! If this 
sould happen, the WOM has been programmed to automatically 
reset without loss of data or installed program! The four 
DED’s* on the Indicator are each directly connected to latched 
quad counters. These new diodes designed expressly for this 
application provide you with an exact readout of how much data 
is flowing from the WOM to a printer or disk at any time. This 
is simplicity personified! Since the memory elements are in a 
parallel-series-series configuration, it may be that you will have 
to depend upon subliminal reception in order to see a visible 
indication from the DED due to the internal speed of the 
process. 

Although my use of this system has been limited principally 
to transferring several long RAM instensive programs to the 
WOM in order to further compress my extensive library, I do 
feel confident that as I gain more familiarity with the WOM 
system and it’s inherent benefits, I will be better able to 
recommend it’s use without reservation. For those of you 
interested in receiving further detailed information regarding 
the procurement of a WOM system, please feel free to contact 
Prof. Axson at his QTH in Cintra.
